The Comite’s policy toward and relations with other Republican orgenizetions 
are not rigid, Reportedly, its leaders are considerably attracted to 
Indalecio Prieto, whom they believe to have the stronsest potentialities 

of any present leader. Their pelief that the Basques are tending toward 
Prieto, and the indications the Comite sees in the latter's attitude of 

an increased interest in rezional questions, lead it to hope that ean 
interim agreement may be made with him on the Catalen question. 


Zn late June, the President of the Consell claimed that the Esquerra 
Republicans de Catalunya had failed in its attenpts to form a new 
Catalan organization in cpposition to the Consell; that the only frou 
which had followed it out of the Consell was Estat Catala, since the 
Rabassaires, upon whom they counted, were adopting a neutral position: 
He said further that it was necessary to bear in mind that Estat Catala 
was divided, the group inside Spain being completely opposed to the position 
taken by their colleagues abroad. At first the representatives of Estat 
Catala justified their withdrawal from the Gonsell by arguing, thet the; 
were separatists and were unable te accept contacts with Spanish organi- 
zations. When the collatorationist position of their party abroad was 
pointed out to them, they did not pursue the subject, but at the next 
session of the Consel] they announced their withdrawal without furthe: 
explanation, and consolicated themeelves with the Esquerra, which had 
previously officially announced ita withdrawal in a letter addressed 

te the President of the Consell. 


in a conversation with lesders of the Esquerra Republicana de Cataluna, 
however, source was told on 28 June that they were continuing their 
neotintions for the formation of a Federaci.on de Partides Republicanca 
Catalanes Nacionelistas, to be composed of parties of a leftist and 
nationalist tendency, ie¢e, the Sgquerra, Estat Catala, Accio Catalana 
and the Partido “epublicano de “squerra, the last of which is gaid by 
these leaders to be closely identified with the Esquerra Republicana, 
in spite of being a signetory to the Bases of the Comite Permanente. 
The Baquerre Republicana leaders admitted that Accio Catalana was stiil 
represented in the Comite Permanente, but they claimed that a large 
number of that organization's members concurred with the Esquerra 
Republicana. 
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
